DRAMATIC DELUTBATIONB. 

When Tom Taylor produced " Lord Dud-. 
dreary " be oattlod oaricature vary muob be» 
yond Its legitimate limits, and mads a well- 
dressed idiot oat of merely an insipid 
aflcotcd nobleman. When, howovoi-, lio at- 
teuiptcd to give us an American orcalioii his 
powers o( deliuoatioii completoly broke dowi), 
and wo have in Asa Trenohard one of thti 
most paorile portraits of tbe Yankee obarao 
ter that oan anywhere be found. The idea ol 
any man who had been born and oduontcd in 
a land teeming with iho ro3uits of man's in- 
ventive genius, from a eowing maoliino to an 
apple-psaler, blundaring in wonder ami 
amazemt.nt against a showef.ibath, as if it 
were a phenomenon never seen on tliu 
western side of tbe Atlantio, showed protiy 
clearly that the popular Englitb dramatist 
was but slightly acquainted with the habits 
and diapoailion of tho American people. Mr. 
Taylor, howovor, ia by no moans singalar in 
Lis urruucous views. There is still, with all 
tbe frequent interxoommnnications between 
England and America, muob laughable mis- 
conceplion shown oocasiooally by English 
writers on Yankee character. Americans, 
as a counterbalance, aru no leas prone than 
their lianaallautic bretbrun to oxaggorBlo 
and misconceive. I( the Yanlico appoard to 
the unsophistioatod KugUshman, a nadal- 
speaking, tobacco-ohowing, unrorined spoci- 
men of boasting humanity, the Britisbei is no 
less, in iDOzpcrienoed Yankee eyes, an of' 
fecled, dawdling, holpleas creature, remarlia- 
ble only for an ecocutrioity about his " li'd " 
and an ungainlinoBS about his unmenlioiiables 

The nntdyzation ol character ia dillieull 
even when wo aio most conversant with our 
snbjeot. Among English writers themselves 
we have a dozen different ideas of tbe national 
picture, and it has been left to the most ro- 
oent and most celebrated writer on the subject 
to ignore all former portraits and opilouiise 
it by saying that " an Englishman novor feels 
himeolf uufe unless he is living under a 
shadow of some conventional Dotion— eomo 
agreement to say ono thing and mean another." 
Tbe mode of governmsnt is given as a good 
illustration of this characteristic—'' the sr- 
called sovereign who does not govern, ought 
not to govern, is not intended to governs 
being hold up to tho nation, addressed by the 
nation, and oven addressing the nation as il 
ho or she did govern." Tho general habit 
and practice of tbe English mind is siatod to 
be one of compromise, and it is in this respect 
alleged that " no principle is ever fully car- 
ried out, discordance between principles and 
practioo having come to bo regarded not only 
as tho natural btit as the desirable slato." Jt 
is DO wonder, then, while wo are described 
as snob anomalieB by those who onght to 
know us bast that we should see ourselves in a 
very grotesque light in the piotues drawn by 
American artists. Tho misfortune is, however, 
that these pictures are the exaggerations of 
qualities which aro no moro Engliah than 
they are Chineso. The American delinea- 
tion of John Gull, as a general thing, ia not 
oven A caricature ; for its oxaggeratioos aro 
taken up with tbe subordinate and nnassen- 
tial points rather than with tbe prominent and 
important ones. Wo are not led to make 
these remarks through any particular work 
or newspaper coratuonts ; for there is scarcely 
a periodical in .'Vnicrica that does not look at 
John Bull through the most distorted Ions. 
Before tbe war, during tho war, and in the 
present times of peace, wo sec him put down 
as tbo embodiment of sell, ready at all times 
to take a mean advuiitage in destroying an en- 
emy or garrotting a friend. If ho is not drawn 
ill thia half bandit style, then he ia aifoctation 
and stupidity personified. No matter in what 
social position ho stands, be speaks ungram- 
matically and misapplies the letter " h.'* Tbe 
binnder is chiefly attributable to the fallacy 
of taking a part for the whole. Punch satir- 
izes most unmercifully tlio English soob with 
his " wcally'' and hia " lio'id ;" but snob a 
charnctur is oa ]iutcly an exceptional ono na 
thu r-tliLT groat fiubject of humor, tho Loniiuii 
cubmau ; yet il wo peruse tho Aincricaii 
dramatic efforts we shall find almost where- 
ever an Englishman is introduced bo belongs 
to one of tbeso two olassos. In a recent 
production placed upon tho California stagu 
and entitled " Our Friend from Victoria," wo 
have li inc;'c;tnlilo Eiigli.aliiiiaii, fioiii lliia city, 
with all tbo stupidity, but nuno of thu uuiii- 
tentional drollery of " Lord Dnndreary." 
His " r'a " turned into " w's," and his 
"h's'' always in tbe wrong place, be is 
a sample of oharaoler that could not 
among Englishmen of busihess bo found in 
atiy part of Her Majosty'ii dominioas. We 
shall nut say much of tho literary merit Of 
tho cotiiody," which is uimply a schoolboy '« 
imitation of " Our American Uousin ;" with 
few tbiogi either good or new, but such as 
they aro with tho " good things not now and 
tbe new things not good." When wo ei c 
such production.! phieeil on the Han FranciHco 
Htaf'O nii'l prui.-i'il by 'lie Snii Fninci.tco prea.J, 
we arc iiliiiid ilrniiiatic talent and now«]ia|ier 
criticism occupy a must unfortunate position 
it; tbo. Bay Stnta; but we ate led to 
, tbe 'further conclusion that the most In- 
timalo relations between Englishmen and 
Amoricans seam to have but little cllect Id 
toning down those ridiculous ideas which 
are mutually entaitainod of eoob other's 
charaotcr;

Perhaps few of our readers have any 
adequate conoeptiou of the importance of 
this branch of industrj, in which the natives 
are exteoBively engaged. It will afford some 
idea of the magnitude of the Irado when wu 
stalo that probably not less than two thou- 
sand barrels will bo oolleclod and h1up|H!i1 
from hero this season, and that il only re< 
quires that tho Indians should bo trained lo 
greater industry to double that figure, (or the 
innralies within convcuiout diatauoe would 
easily allord o field for the axorciso of thai 
incrnased industry, while there is a ready 
market in Calilornia and tho Sandwich 
Islands for all wa can furnish. A barrel of 
oraiiborrioa may bo cnloulated at thirty-six 
gallons, which will cost, read^ for shipping, 
,'18Ju nonls per gallon. The barrel may, 
thoreloro, bo onlculalcd at $14, thus making 
tho umuuiit of foreign capital hroiighl into the 
place, and chiefly circulated amongst tiio 
native population, for this one article of axr 
port, tmcnlij cij^ht thousand dollars 1 This 
only ruprosenta onfl branch of native industry. 
These people supply our markets willi game, 
and, at eo'.no hcaaoiiH, wilh lUh ; tliey .sell 
groat quuntition of potatoes, berries, liim, ami 
perform a eousidorable deal of manual lahor 
fur hire. It will bo seen, tlierorore, that the 
Indians in and around this city aro not oo 
unproduotivo a olass as many suppose,— 
Culumbian.
